that the respondent procured the help of Shri S. S. Ray, 
Governor of Punjab and the Deputy Commissioners of 
Hosiarpur and Ropar and as such committed corrupt practice 
in terms of Section 123(7) of the Representation of People 
Act, 1951. The High Court dismissed the election petition 
on the ground that the pleadings in the election petition were 
lacking in the material facts to connect the respondent with 
the commission of the corrupt practice and us such there 
was no cause of action shown in the election pcp'tion which 
could be tried. This appeal is against the judgment of the 
High Court. 

Elections to the tenth Lok Sabha took place about a year 
ago and we arc informed that respondent—Kamal Chaudhary 
has again been elected to the Lok Sabha from Hosh'arpur 
constituency. In this view ol the matter the parties aro 
rather reluctant to pursue this matter any further. The appeal 
•has more or less become infrucluous and is dismissed with 
no order as to costs.
